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CLEAN WATER ACT BY THE U.S. ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION AGENCY ON 1 

DECEMBER 29, 2010. 2 

 

  (2) “BAY TMDL” INCLUDES ANY MODIFICATIONS TO THE BAY 3 

TMDL MADE BY THE U.S. ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION AGENCY. 4 

 

 (C) (1) “WIP” MEANS A STATE WATERSHED IMPLEMENTATION PLAN 5 

(WIP) APPROVED BY THE U.S. ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION AGENCY TO 6 

IMPLEMENT THE BAY TMDL WITHIN THE STATE. 7

COST OF THE ACTIVITY OR STRATEGY IS PROVIDED BY THE STATE OR FEDERAL 13
